From this table it 
appears that in 1853 there was only one 
liorse that had trotted a mile in 2:30 01 
better; in 1853-the number had in- 
creased to It; in 1863 to 09; in 1S<3 to 
376; in 18S2 to 1,084. The table also 
shows that up to 1SS2, 490 horswhad 
trotted a mile in 2:25 or better; 2(5 m 
2 ofor better; 156 in 2:21 or better; 
60 in 2:19 or better; 18 m.2:17 or bet- 
ter and S in 2:15 or better. "I leave 
it to mathematicians," said Prof. Vvwci: 
in reference to this table, "to plot the 
curves 
which 
immediately 
suggest 


themselves 
to 
determine how last 


horses will ultimately trot and when 
this maximum will be reached. 


Mr \ipher has undertaken the task 


thus suggested. His first conclusion 
as stated in the July cumber ot The 
American Journal of Science, was that 
the maximum speed to which the Amer- 
ican trotting horse will constantly ap- 
proximate, but never reaches one imlo 
in 92 seconds, or 1:32. He also con- 
cludes that the time of tho_ trotting 
horse will be reduced to within one 
second of this figure in 300 years after 
the year 1800, that is to say, in tho year 
of our Lord 2220. Mr. Nipher does 
not claim absolute precision for his re- 
sults, and says that the maximum speed 
may Possibly be as great as 100 seconds,. 
In the course often years however, 
nothings the limit can bo fixed with

The probable error 
of this value, ho says, is not over four 
seconds, and it is not likely that the 
running horse will cut his record down 
bT/ive seconds, so that it us probable 
the trotter will finally surpass the run- 
nine horse.

that can get over the ground by means 
of an artificial gait faster tlmu by a 
natural gait. 
Wo believe that all 


writers agree that running is natural to 
. horses, while fast trotting is not. 
Mr. 


Cipher states, however, as a wcU-knowu 
fact that some herds of wild horses on 
tho plains were natural pacers, so hist 
and steady that they nearly all pre- 
served their pacing gait oven wi.en pur- 
sued by tho best running horses, lie 
speaks of one large.whito Texan pacer 
that never could bo caught.
